Four eminent pathologists bent for 
three hours yesterday ower the body 
of William Nelson McClintock, ex- 
humed from its grave in Oakwocds 
cemetery. In a littl morgue room in 
an undertaker’s establishment the four 
sought with minute care to learn the 
exact Cause of the millionaire orphan's 
death. 

Their findings will take shape at a 
consultation tomorrow afternoon and 
Coroner Oscar Wolff will then be in- 
formed of their opinion. 

As the pathologists toiled State's At- 
torney Robert E. Crowe continued his 
investigation of McClintock's death 
with renewed vigor. His aids, Joseph 
Savage and George E. Gorman, ques-

The narrow hall leading to the door 
was half shut off by the flaming tree.

Windows Bar Escape,

Shepherd Starts Back Tonight. 

William D. Shepherd, the- youth's 
foster father and chief heir to the 
$1,000,000 McClintock fortune, when 
interviewed in Albuquerque, N. M., 
where he and his. wife had gone for a 
rest following his ward's death, told in 
detail of his guardianship over youn:

Coroner’s Jury Sworn. 

A coroner’s jury was impaneled dur- 
ing the day by order of Coroner Wolf. 
The jurors were sworn to conduct 4a: 
impartial, thorough Inquest into every 
phase of the circumstances surround- 
ing McClintock’s illness and death, and 
the inquest was then continued until 
Jan. 20. , 

This was to permit Coroner’s Chem- 
ist William D. McNally to complete a 
laboratory analysis of the youth's vital 
organs for possible traces of poison or 
other foreign matter which might have 
caused death. 


Couple te Be Questioned. se 

They will be asked particularly con- 
cerning their reported cbjections to 
their young ward's intended marriage 
to Miss Pope. Had the céremony heen 
performed, Mr. Gorman said, Miss 
Pope, as the dea. youth's widow, would 
have had undisputed claim to most of

The fire was the worst disaster of 
its kind to visit Oklahoma since the 
state asylum for insane was burned at 
Norman in April, 1918, with a loss of 
thirty-nine lives. 

Lay Bodies in Snow. 

As fhe dead were taken from the 
ruins their bodies were laid in rows on 
the hard crusted snow in the school 
yard. After all injured had been re- 
moved, the motorists returned and be- 
gan the dreary work of carrying to an 
emergency morgue the bodies, many 
of them pitifully small bundles of 
geared flesh that a few moments be- 
fore had been little children glowing 
with the joy of Christmas. 

Many were burned beyond recogni- 
tion and cannot be identified until a 
cheek of the community is completed. 
| Andrew Jackson, a farmer in the

At the time, however, Miss 
Pope thought it not unnatural that the 
foster parents should resent having to 
relinquish the love and companionship 
of their beloved ward to another 
woman. And yesterday, trying not to 
cry, the gir! still refused to resent this 
too much. 

‘As soon as Billy and I were en- 
gaged,”’ Mies Pope declared, “I no 
ticed Mr. Shepherd was rather cold to 
me. But I knew that many real par- 
ents feel that way when their only son 
chooses a wife, so I tried to under- 
stand.”

“ Next morning after the storm had 
subsided we went ashore, listened to 
another flock of speeches, and received 
more medals, an endrmous artificial 
fiower trophy, which is now in Gen.

' It also would mean that as soon as 
the team used the allotted passes the 
old fashioned defense of the push and 
pull game would be employed, making 


the modern running effense practically 
futile.” 

Zuppke also is opposed to the idea 
of bringing an intercepted pass back 
only to the line of scrimmage. He 
does not believe that this is desirable, 
because it would in effect cut down 
the possibilities of the play and rob 
the game of some of its thrills. 

It has been suggested that a team 
be allowed a certain number off plays 
each half and that no timing watches 
be kept. When those plays had been 
compieted the period would be over. 
The Illinois coach thinks this would 
delay festivities and make fast play- 
ing to no avail. 


| ROCKNE AGAINST CHANGES 


Houston, Tex., Dec. 24.—Knute 
Rockne, mentor of the Notre Dame 
university football team, cut loose on 
the proposed changes of the grid laws 
today. Although in favor of some of 
the minor changes in the football 
rules, he spoke in no uncertain terms 
when the abolishing of the forward 
pass was brought up. 

The driver of the ‘“ Four Horsemen ”’ 
made it plain that he was against any 
rule that would cut down the open 
game and that he believed when a rule 
of this kind was passed it would be 
the first step toward killing grid con- 
tests. 

“If they will glance back through 
the pages they will find that in 1906 
the forward pass saved the game, and 
now they are trying to put. it out.
